AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 



Tlio newa received by tha Anderson yea-, 
terdny is not bo late ns our previous tolegrums, 
but we aro placed in possession of tome im- 
portant items of intelligence that were nol in 
tbo former despatches. Tbo New York 
Legislature, wbicb baa been as n general 
rule democratic in its tendencies, and which 
■ till contains, with all its republican acces- 
sions, a large democratic element, baa sus- 
tained tbo action of Congress in reference to 
tbij admission of ibo Southern Senators. 
Undor ordinary circumstances ihis resolve 
would not be of much importance one way 
or other, but at the present time, when the 
President and Congress are atcroas purposes, 
it iB very significant of tlio tone of publio 
opinion in tho greatest Slate of Ibo American 
Union, ami may bo takeu ua a good indica- 
tion of the antagonistic feeling which is 
gradually accumulating against the President's 
policy ol reconstruction. The Republican Con- 
vention of Pennsylvania has also spoken out 
strongly on the preacot political crisis. Accord* 
ing to tho telegram, its " platform" has met 
with the general support of the republican party 
in both Pennsylvania and New York, and is 
in direct antagonism with tbo Johnson 
administration. All this shows clearly 
enough a storm ahead ; bul it shows aho that 
Congress, with its certuinly of tho Eupport of 
tbo Now England Statos, only wanted the 
endor ; atiou of New YorK and Pennsylvania 
to place itself in a eccute position iu any 
political contest with the President. 

The most important announcement to ua 
in tbo news which we publish this morning 
is the defeat in the House of Representatives 
of the bill regulating tha trade with Iho 
British Provinces. The particulars of this 
bill are not given, but from the tenor of tbo 
few remarks which appear in the telegrnm as 
having been made in the debato, wo aro led 
to infer that the measure was a kind of mild 
form of reciprocity— or, in other words, a bill 
embracing free trade with Canada in 
various raw productions. Tho nrgument 
of tho Ponnsy Ivanian protectionist, Kelly, 
that the proposition might bo termed 
a biil to deslroy the fisheries, salt manufac- 
tories, and lumber trade ol the United Slates 
and to prevent the working of any bituminous 
coal leads east of tho Alleghany Mountains, 
would imply lhat it aimed at granting6pcciul 
privileges to Iho Provinces on certain articles 
of export ; and tho observations of Brooks, 
from New York, would lead us to form the 
samo opinion ; for thi3 gentleman argued in 
favor of the bill and of partial or complete 
reciprocity, on the ground that tho smuggling 
along tho frontier would bo beyond the ca- 
pacity ol the country to proven!. Morrill, of 
the prohibitory tariff celebrity, was obliged 
to condemn the opposition tn Ibe bill. Al- 
though he himself waa in favor of abolishing 
the reciprocity treaty, he considered lhat un- 
less some such measure as the one in qucs* 
lion passed, horses, sheep and cattle would 
be smuggled horn Canada into tho United 
Slates. The arguments of tho friends 
of the measure were, however, to no pur- 
pose, for the bill was defeated by C8 to G3 
This ends, therefore, all hope of any reciprocal 
measure tho present session. St. Patrick's 
Day terminated the Roeiprocily Treaty ; and 
we shall, therefore, hear in a very shott lime 
of the eflectB ol the obrogution on both Can- 
ada and the United States. That thc:;e eflects 
will be serious on many interests in Iho two 
countries thero cun be no doubt, and it it 
with no small anxiety statesmen on each 
side ot the lino will wulch tho result. In 
the meantime, our prospects of having reci- 
procity with tho neighboring Territory and 
Slates ore rather dim, unless indeed, when 
union shall have been consummated, Iho 
united Legislature ahull take speedy means, 
conciliatory or retaliatory, to induco the 
Pacific members of the American Republic 
to demand with us the establishment of re* 
ctprocal relations.

His conduct gave riso to 
sonio domestic troubles, which ono morning 
culminated In bis discharging his revolver at 
his wife, tho ball taking i. licet in the lcfl 
breast near the shoulder. She then made her 
escape from tho bouse, and ra.i shrieking 
through tho orchard, a distance of some two 
or three hundred yards. A brother of the 
husband, engaged in the stable, was attracted 
by her cries, went after and persuaded her to 
return to the house. Here they' were met by 
the husband standing in the door, who took 
| her hand, with the remark : " I'll take care 
' of this woman," and the brother left her— 
probably to go for help. Ho was soun com- 
pelled to return by tho noiso of another shut, 
and found bis brother weltering in his own 
blood, a bullet having sped through the bra:.: 
over the right eye. Upon looking for lb ■ 
wife, she was found in the smoke bouse nd- ; 
joining, where .ihc had been most shockingly 
mangled with a knife in the bands and face 
and dually stuck in Ihe throat, like a nig 
Smith lived about two hours. They left Ion 
children, tho eldest a girl of thirteen or four 
teen, who, with the others, were found sc 
croted, overwhelmed with terror, in till 
orchard. When the neighbors arrived, tin 
brother of the murderer and suicide was B( 
excited nt the horrible transaction, as to hi 
unable to speak for some time. Mrs. Smitl 
is reported as ono of tho most cstimablo ol 
women, beloved and respected by all who 
knew her. She was about :io years of age 
[A telegram of three days' later announces 
that Smith's brother has been arrested for the 
murder of both parties.]

THE NEW YORK LEGISLATURE SUSTAINS CON- 
GRESS. 

Chicago, March 12— The New York legis- 
lature voted down the resolution favoring 
Iho eight hour movement. Tho sums body 
adopts resolutions by a striot parly vote that 
Congress has full power lo determine the 
mode ol re-admission of Southern Stales and 
to fix the qualifications of members, and that 
whatsoever differences may exist between 
Executive and Legislative powers in meas- 
ures necessary lo attain the great ends which 
peace should yield, we aro ol opinion thut 
there should not bo such a diversity either 
on general results or method of attaining tho 
suine, as should product) hostility or sever 
political relations. Tho New York Herald 
says these resolutions are not to be attributed 
to either the Weed or Greeley fuctton, but an 
independent movement. 

TUK rilE*S ON THE PENNSYLVANIA PLATFORM. 

The platform of the Pennsylvania Repub- 
lican Convention excites much comment, and 
is generally approved by tho party press of 
that Stale and New York. The Herald says it 
is bold and startling, placing the party in di- 
rect antagonism with the administration. The 
New York Tribune says it will be Gettys- 
burg over again, und anplaqdl tl.u Convention 
for its boldness, but has fears for the result.

Morrill said 
be perceived by the temper, of the House 
that tho present bill was lively to bo lost, Ho 
bad been an earnest and oarly advocato of 
tho termination of the reciprocity treaty, but 
tho House had advanced very much beyond 
his sentiments. 

IJo warned gentlemen that if this bill did 
not pass, horses, sheep, cattlo and hogs pro- 
duced in Canada would coma in bote froo of 
duty after tho 17th of Mnrch, by smuggling. 
It would bo unfortunate fur the country if the 
bill did not pass in some lonn. Tho Secre- 
tary of tho Treasury, in accordance with an 
act of Congress relating to information of 
foreign cattlo and hides, has determined lo 
allow importation from countries other than 
Europe. Tho cattlo disoaso does not bouiii 
to bo prevalent elsewhere^ 

THE U. H. ARMY. 

The House) bill increasing the ropular 
army does not accept'uny, lecomrnenda.ion* 
of tho lato conference ol Generals. It pro- 
vides that the tinny shall bo made up mostly 
of volunteers. The Veteran Reserve Corps 
and several negro regiments am to ho re- 
tained.. It provides fur n Board of Exami- 
nation of oflicers, to bo mado up of a majority 
ol volunteer officers.

I admit that in soma partioulora some 
of there colonies may have t ie advuntage, 
but not ono of ihem in the aggregate. 

Wo have fisheries that will probably be- 
o mo as important as those of Newfoundland 
and Nova Scotia. Our waters' abound with 
salmon beyond anything; to be found in tho 
world besides — so that in this respect wo 
surpass Canada and New Brunswick. We 
have vast beds of coal us accessible at num- 
erous different points aB those of Syduoy, 
O, B., or Pictou, N. S. Yet Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, New Bruoswick, or 
Canada, huve none of them to tho present 
opened a coal mino. Our coasts abound 
with timber, which rrgist becomo very 
speedily n ecuroo of immense wealth 
und profitable employment both for ship- 
building and os lumber. Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, and Nova Scotia, 
make but littlo lumber; in fact, with the 
exception o( one or two districts in the latter 
colony, they ute all, to some extent, importers 
of lumber. Tho deep inlets or fiords which 
Btrctch inland 50 and 100 miles fiom the 
ooeau will afford extraordinary advautugea 
lor the prosecution of the lumber trudo, 
ouabling iho lumbermen to fiud within easy 
reach of water communication thousunds of 
miles of maguificent forest. ' Hero,' indeed, 
' is tho lorest primeval;' our spars, either 
for size or quality, surpass the spars of the 
wholo world. They have been tested in tho 
dockyards of England und France, and found 
superior to tho celebrated spats of Norway 
and Baltic. They havo already become un 
important export of tho colony to Europe. 
Wo have iron, copper, lead and salt springs, 
which gome of your colonies havo and sonio 
havo not. Wo havo silver and 'gold-fields 
that will omploy leus of thousands, when men I 
are satisfied to earn three dollars to five dol- ! 
lars per diem, besides proof of the richest 
g ild - field, fur a limited one, thai has yot been ! 

covered ou the North American continent

THE STINKING WATER COUNTKY. 

A correspondent of the Post writes 
from Stinkingwater valley, February 0th, 
as follows .- 

As this is an agricultural locality, and 
we aro blessed at present, with fine 
weather, all is. stir and bustle in proparing 
for the coming funning season, All are 
busily engaged in fencing and other neces- 
sary preparations for extorsive cropping. 
From tho yield of last year we aro sure 
t it a t thia valley cannot bo exceeded, in 
fertility, by any other portion of the 
Territory, nor excelled as fur us icgards 
fine crops, I know of one instance where 
fifty pounds of barley was sown last your, 
which yielded fifty bushels of clean, well 
filled grains. Wheat and oats yield re- 
remarkably well, i Hatter myself that 
next full will find me taking my own 
grist to tho mill— as Cownu & Co. eon- 
template building n large flouring mill 
this spring, sonio three nnlcs below 
Lqrainp's, at what is kr.own us tho "Big 
Spring.'' Ono of the company has goqo 
East to procure tho necessary machinery. 

Wo have, at present, two floiirishiiig 
schools in the vulley — one at Mill Creek 
and one at or near J.oruino's. l{orc, also 
is a largo store and hotel, kept by Mr, 
Loraino. 

Our blacksmiths are no less busy than 
the farmers. Mr. P. White, who is 
carrying on business at Loraiuu's, is 
working day and night in getting up n 
lot of fiuo steal plows for tho coming 
season.

like a boa-constrictor. Other causes have 
assisted to which 1 may advert in fiituro 
lettera ; but the foregoing aro Ibo pliief, l 
shall now show that in the present depression 
there is no ground for discouragement as to 
Iho luturo of those colonies. Our ptciebl 
tiotlhlus uru accidental, not inherent. Nothing 
Is more certain than that they will yet ho- 
comu bright particular stars among the col- 
onies of Ureal Britain, if colonics they remain. 
I skull probably ntr.rtle somo ol your raadurn 
when i ii\y that I do not know any colony of 
Britain so well endowed with natural wealth 
and advantages as these colonies of British Co- 
lumbia and Vancouver Island taken together; 
but I very boliovc 1 shull bo uhlo to prove il. 



raking, (or example, the farmirg lands 
around Victoria, Saanich, Cowiohun, or Co 
mox, V-l. — the delta of tho Tracer river, or 
tho benches of tho Fraser, near Lilloocl, 
which, however, require irrigation, and 1 have 
uover seen finer crops in any country. As 
pastoral eocalry, 1 beliovo it surpasses 
every other provinco ol Britich North 
America. When I state, what ia noto- 
rious, lhat thousands of pack mules and cat- 
tle are wintered on ihe Okonagan, tho 
Thomson, tho Bonapuito and the Fraser, and 
the creeks emptying into them, aud havo been 
every winter eicco 1857, generally without D 
pound of fodder having been pmvided, I 
think I fjivo evidence at once of the superi- 
ority of this country, as a pastoral country, 
over any of tho cailern province!. I do not 
wish lo he understood, however, as advising 
lhat provision for wintering stock is not 
necessary hero. I repudiate all that trusting 
to Providence that originates in laziness or 
recklessness ; but I do say that many winters 
hero, especially in tho southern part oi the 
country, are eo mild that but littlo or no 
feeding is- required ; and that lo provide fod- 
der for two or throe months woqld bo ample 
for the severest winters. The aoltom lands 
of tho Fraser arc covered with blue joint aud 
pea vine. Tho upland prairies aro chiefly 
covored with bunch grass, probably one of 
tlio most nutritious grasses l^nown, though it 
does uot yield abundantly. 1 appeal to any 
returnod Canadian, if he ever ato r iner beet 
than that fattened in British Culumbia. TIib 
prices of cattle are good. Au ordinary cow 
is worth filly dollars, good cows from seventy 
to ouq hundred dollars ; boof, at Ihc stalls, 
20 to 25 cents; woiking catlle uro worth on 
an average two bundled I'.ollars per yoke. — 
The natural grasses we havo hoto aro not, I 
think, favorable for tho production of milk 
or hulter, and wo aro too youDg, and too tew 
furmers havo taken hold ol tho business in 
earnest to aao what can bo dono ; but I huve 
no doufr. we will have excelleot dairy dis- 
tricts as soon as we get tfio cultivated grasses. 
1 have been bore no,v nearly four yean, and 
I have never known a pound of butter made 
hero sold for lass than 03^C, 75c. being tho 
usual prioo iu the upper country. Milk is 
sold in Victoria at 12jrja. per quart, and in 
winter at 15c. Besides the foregoing sources 
of wealth, wo are eminently rich in furs, and 
produce many minor articles of commeroe, 
hides, horn3, codfish aud dogfish oil, cranber- 
ries, etc. So that \ hesitate not to say, in 
vibw of our agricultural and pastoral capa- 
bilities, our coal, iron and copper mines und 
gold fields, oar fisheries, our lumber nnd ship 
building, our furs and other natural wealth, 
lhat we aro as well provided with Iho means 
of giving men tho wiulth of this world as 
any province of Hritinh North America — my 
own sincere conviction being that not ono of 
them can equal U3."
